
HARLEM’S MUDDY RACING. 



The Harlem track was in abominable condi- 
tion yesterday. A mile race was run in 1 :554. 
Further comment upon the vfooting would be 
superfluous. In each of the six races the fields 
were tired lots when they reached the finishing 
line. 

From an unfavorable start John W. Schorr’s 
Irene F won the first race. Hopkins’ Choice, 
the favorite, Ann Bell, Queen’s Pawn and 
Nellie Fonso raced away in a bunch. Hopkins’ 
Choice looked a certain winner heading for 
home. At the furlong she began to flounder and 
Ann Bell overhauled her. Then Irene F closed 
a big gap and beat both. 

Borden was a clever winner of the second 
race. Howitzer opened favorite, with Vice 
Regal second choice and Neutral third. Near 
post time Neutral was, for a brief period, at the 
same price as the favorite. The first three were 
not dangerously close to each other at the end, 
while the rest were strung out. 

Lilly’s finish on Rosa L. in the third race was 
amusing. She should have won easily, but the 
prospect of winning apparently frightened her 
rider, who lost nearly his seat as well as his 
control of her. Such a bumping and swinging 
as she got in the last hundred yards has rarely 
been seen. Babe Robertson just managed to 
beat her. 

Haphazard got in from the east a few days 
ago. Yesterday he started in the fourth race, a 
four-horse race, and was practically despised 
by talented speculators. The race was pre- 
sumed to be between Moncreith and Newsgath- 
erer. Cochise, the other starter, was a 100 to 1 
8 hot, and performed as rated. Newsgatherer 
set the pace. In less than five furlongs it was 
evident that Haphazard had Moncreith beaten. 
When there was 500 yards to go Caywood went 
after the leader. He never quit driving and 
finally landed his mount a winner. Moncreith 
was eased up. 

In the fifth race Santello demonstrated his 
ability to negotiate any kind of going and beat 
good colts and fillies of his age. Heading for 
home Cheval d’Or, Ned Wickes and Cambrian 
all appeared to have a chance to beat him, but 
when Clawson called on Santello he came away 
and won easily. 

Albertvale got away last in the closing event, 
was last the first three furlongs, and then raced 
through the bunch and won off by himself. 
Don’t Skip Me and lnuendo encouraged their 
backers until well into the stretch. 

Secretary Nathanson is authority for the 
statement that Traverser will start in the 
Senior Stakes next Saturday. 

After the third race Mazie V. fell. It looked 
as if she staggered ana went down from ex- 
haustion. Slack, who rode her said: “I was 
just turning her around to go back w r hen she 
slipped and went down. My leg was under her 
but when she got up I was all right. She was 
tired, but did not stagger.” 

Barataria is on the crippled list. Yesterday 
morning, in his stall, he wrenched his left fore 
pastern. Swelling and some inflammation 
r resulted and he will be out of training fora 
week at least. W. C. Fessenden says the extent 
of the injury cannot at present be estimated. 

Jockey Eddie Jones is not here. He has 
signed to ride the horses of the Kensico stable 
which is under the hand and eye of William Hay- 
ward and races solely upon the New York 
courses. 

The sale of horses belonging to Eugene Leigh, 
announced to take place today at Highland 
Park, Detroit, has been postponed until 
Monday.

THE LATONIA DERBY HORSES. 



Here is what Willie Martin had to say about 
Plaudit after his defeat by Han d’Or for the 
Latonia Derby: 

“1 have no excuses to make for Plaudit,” said 
the famous jockey. “The race he ran does not 
call for nor admit of excuses. I rode him in 
each of his other races this year, with the ex- 
ception of the Kentucky Derby, and though he 
was beaten to-day it was the best race he ever 
ran and the greatest race that any 3-year-old 
ever ran under such a crushing impost. The 
best horse did not win the race. It was the 
weight that beat Plaudit— that is, his own 
heavy impost and the big lump of weight 
that he was required to concede to as good a 
colt as Han d'Or is now. Thirteen pounds is a 
big lot of -weight to ask one 3-year-old to give 
another over such a route as a mile and a half. 
The pace that Han d’Or set was something 
terrific, and Plaudit, with the big disadvantage 
in weight, could not live at it. If Plaudit had 
not been game to the core the race would not 
have been as fast as it was. 

“If Mr. Madden’s colt had any yellow in his 
make-up, that first mile in 1 :404 would have 
made him give up the struggle if the first six 
furlongs in 1 :144 had not already done so, and 
Mr. Davis’ colt could have taken it easy the 
last half mile. Plaudit with all his weight, 
though, kept the other busy to the end, and 
forced him to lower all records for 3-year-olds 
to get home first. I think now, more than ever, 
that Plaudit is one of the greatest horses on 
the American turf to-day. 

“Han d’Or just took the track and I never 
could get to him. I lay as close as I could 
without riding. He had me straight all the 
time. There was no time my horse was under 
a pull. He didn’t have anything left at the 
finish. Plaudit must have run in :33. It would 
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have taken a horse with as much speed as Clif-^2443ST\ S iUJ GU STINE 



ford to have gone up and grabbed Han d’Or any 
part of the route.” 

“Crit” Davis, who trained Han d'Or, said 
after the race : “I bought the winner of today’s 
Derby, Rastus and one other colt when year- 
lings for Dr. Brown, paying $2,000 for the three. 
Last fall Dr. Brown sold Han d Or to Mr. 
George Singerly, who still left him in my hands, 
as he ahvays has been. Last year the colt 
started a few times, but he never had a 
chance to show his real worth as a 
racehorse, as he was laid up most 
of the year with catarrhal fever and dis- 
temper. He was sick this spring at Louisville, 
too. Some peeple thought I was not work- 
ing the colt enough to prepare him for a 
Derby route and that I was not working him 
fast enough, but I thought I was and that I 
knew how to prepare a horse. I suppose I 
will be given credit now for knowing 
what I was about. Of course I feel very 
much elated over to-day’s race. I had al- 
ready won one small stake, but to-day’s event 
is the great one of my career since I forsook the 
trotters for the runners. 1 knew that Han d'Or 
would run a good race to-day, and I wired Mr. 
Singerly, the owner of the colt, to come out and 
witness to-day’s race. His time, however, was 
so much occupied in looking after the affairs of 
his deceased brother that he was unable to do 
so. He will, of course, be greatly delighted with 
the wonderful performance of his colt.” 

NOTE S OF THE TURF. 

Starter Caldwell has been engaged to handle 
the flag at Oakley next fall. This would seem 
to dispose of the always inaccurate Enquirer’s 
story that no autumn meeting w T ill be held at 
that track this year.
